The secretary calls upon the nation 


to subscribe a" total of $4,500,000.000 
which, with the heavy federal tax col 
lections for 1018. has been found am- 
ple to meet the treasury's needs to its 
fiscal yeai- ending .June 30. 


Two classes of notes will ho issued. 


One, subject to all taxation with the 
exception of the normal Income tax, 
state or local taxes, will hoar 4% per 
cent interest.

over the rate borue by the third and 
fourth loans. 


The second note will bear interest at 


the rate of 3% per cent and will be

THEY WILL NOT BE REVEALED 


Tremendout Possibilities In Warfare 


of the Airplane Under' Automatic 
Control Without Pilot, Successfully 
Tested at Fort Worth, Tex. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington—Dispatches which have 


been received by the war department 
.n Washington from Fort Worth. Tex., 
telling of the exploits of an airplane 
under automatic control and with no 
man aboard, have aroused deep in- 
terest, not only because a new war 
Invention thus Is perfected, but be- 
cause It calls attention to the many 
plans either perfected or in process 
of perfection which this country and 
Its allies had with which to bring tin: 
war to an end In case it could not be 
finished by ordinary means of offense. 


Most of the war secrets of the gov- 


ernment have been kept inviolate. The 
fact that certain machines or certain 
compounds had been Invented or dis- 
covered which would aid in the rapid 
prosecution of the war to the end of 
victory has been disclosed to the pub- 
lic, but the mechanism of the inven- 
tions and the nature of the compounds 
never have been and probably never 
will be disclosed, tho presumption be- 
ing that the United States and the 
allies will keep the secrets locked In 
their strong boxes until the day comes 
when it may be necessary to press 
them into the service. 


An airplane under automatic con- 


trol and with neither pilot nor ob- 
server on board carries with it a great 
load of possibilities. 
If machines of 


this kind had been in possession or 
either of the armies in the field in 
Europe, fortifications could have been 
destroyed and cities and villages iuid 
waste without subjecting any man ot 
the allies to the danger of doath. 


Has Great Possibilities. 


According to the reports from Texas 


the airplane under automatic contro 
made a trip of 100 miles and landed 
where the men who 
dispatched It 


wanted It to land. 
If this machine 


had carried a cargo of high explosives 
timed to explode when the landing was 
occurring, or so arranged that percus- 
sion ensuing from a slight jar would 
touch off the explosives, one can imag- 
ine what Hie damage would be. 


If the Huns had had a machine of 


this kind Ihoy could have laid I aris 
waste and their Big Bertha, tho long- 
distance- cannon with the projectile 
from which they murdered ninety wor- 
shipers in the church of St. Gorvaiso 
on Good Friday, 1018, would have 
heon east Into the shade as a weapon 
of destruction and assassination.

This case is a terrible illustration

How the ser- 


'ice and counsel of a county nurse 
can prevent .a serious 
epidemic is 


illustrated by Miss Mead's prompt 
action at the little town of Jeffries. 


"Maybe you should know," sa'd 


-he village postmaster of whom she 
was inquiring the way to the school- 
house, "that a boy was taken sick 
yesterday with diphtheria. 
Should 


not school be closed?" 


Miss Mead consulted with the local 


health officer'. 
The nearest doctor 


was eleven miles away. 
She called 


a meeting of prominent people in 
that village and explained the dan- 
ger of the epidemic unless 
precau- 


tionary methods were taken at once. 
She next swabbed the 
throats 
of 


sixty adults and children 
who had 


been exposed and sent the swabs to 
the nearest city for examination. It 
was found that one 
child 
in 
the 


school had 
developed 
diphtheria 


membrane. 
He was sent home and 


quarantined. 
Three new cases de- 


veloped during the week 
but 
no 


more. 
Prompt, 
intelligent 
action 


prevented an epidemic of diphtheria 
in that community. 
The county nurse is like the aero- 


plane in its service to an army. 
She 


is a scout alert for the slightest sign 
of the foe, disease. 
She reports all 


germ troop movements 
to 
health 


headquarters. 
Immediately defense 


measures are taken to prevent the 
invasion of villages, 
towns , 
farm 


houses and families, by the hideous, 
ruthless germ army 
which 
many 


times, as the recent 
epidemic 
has 


shown, kills more people than a real 
army attack by shot and shell. 


Lincoln county 
had 
eighty-four 


schools. Miss Mead visits all of them 
once a. year. 
She examines tfle gen- 


eral health of the 
children, 
their 


teeth, tonsils, eyes. 
When she finds 


something wrong, a note is sent to 
parents suggesting that they see a 
doctor or dentist. 
Parents generally 


accept 'the suggestion gratefully. K 


doctor were to call their attention 


to adenoids, infected tonsils, decay- 
ed teeth, he might be accused of try- 
ing to promote business for financial 
reasons.

county knows that the county nurse's

Miss Mead organizes health, clubs

All Cannot Bo Shipping Nations. 


Then Hit: whole world cnr.nnt be guided by the 


Franklin idea. 
Many nations are nimble to get 


i n t o the shipping game seriously. They luck, ma- 
terials for shipbuilding, perhaps, or they lack 
deep-water ports open the your around. Russia, 
under the c'/.ars, made a ".OO-year-lonir tight for a 
deep-water port open 12 mouths out of every year. 
Ssvi [norland has tin ports. 
Italy lacks steel and 


coal i-'or operating shipyards. 
And so the story 


gnosi 
Most nations for one reason or another 


keep out of the big shipping game on account of 
natural obstacles. 


in thici very situation, what might he termed the 


economic and political misfortunes of the smaller 
nations work to the advantage of the bigger marl- 
time nations, helping their ship business. 


Today. America ami Great Britain have en- 


tirely different policies on the problem of world 
shipping. We are going into the game, according 
to our shipping experts here In Paris for the 
peace conference, liecau.se It Is of vital importance 
for the future of America to own nnd operate a 
fleet big enough to carry fit) per cent of our exports 
and Imports. 
Such a program is almost manda- 


tory for the future prosperity of the United States. 
We need a merchant marine to complete our al- 
ready enormous industrial system, our chain of 
big factories. We need ships to haul our grain to 
foreign lands; to transport our raw materials. We 
must not face the future placing ourselves ut the 
mercy of any other nation's ships nnd shipping 
Interests, our shipping officials say. 


In this war—Just ended with the defeat of Gor- 


muny 
the whole world had n concrete example 


of what ships menu to a nation. Japan, by gain- 
ing for tt time the shipping supremacy In the Pa- 
cific, has been able to almost paralyze Chinese for- 
eign trade with America and boost Japanese trade 
with tho United States by the simple expedient 
of operating Japanese-owned .ships for the benefit 
of Japan; a thing she had every right to do. There 
were not enough ships to go around—and the 
Japanese- adopted the policy that Chinese trade 
should suffer rather than Japanese. 


This condition will rapidly right Itself; but in 


the meantime the Chinese had to suiter in silence. 


There are dozens of other examples that ship- 


ping men point to by way of Illustrating the neces- 
«'ty for America to go into the shipping business 
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to a point where the American fleet is balancing 
the~Americ!in factory and agricultural resources. 


Plan Fleet of 20,000,000 Tons. 


Briefly, the American policy is to create n tleet 


of something like 15,000.000 tons by 1!)21 nnd 20,- 
OOO.OOO eventually. 
This will help replace the 


.ships lost in war and needed by the world at large 
and will put the American merchant marine on its 
fe«it. 


Kventnally we will try to operate a fleet of just 


a bit more than our rightful 50 per cent, since we 
expect to have a constantly growing South Amer- 
ican trade th.it should be handled in American 
boats as much as possible. 


While America is looking at the ship business 


on a sort of 50-fiO plan, the British view the whole 
situation from an entirely different point of view. 
They could not possibly operate >m a policy that 
would fit American ideals nnd'plnns for Hie future. 
The Hrlllsh, industrially and geographically, differ 
too much from America to permit them to follow 
ti program similar to ours. 


Here are tho main points where the policies of 


the two countries differ on the authority of the 
best-informed American ship men here in Pans: 


America will operate her ships on a nonprofit 


basis 
The fleet will be considered, during the 


next few years, as an adjunct to America's re- 
sources a servant of our farms nnd factories. 


The British, in the meantime, will continue their 


policy of operating ship.-; for a profit. 
Shipping 


with ihi'ir. is a business in itself, a business that 
Is supposed to pay, and does pny, satisfactory 
dividends. 
While the Americans consider ships as a menus 


toward an end— that Is the building up of a for- 
eign t'-ado, the British will operate their ships for 
the profit that is made by ships. They nre in the 
game to make money out of carrying tonnage 
across the seven seas— they have acquired the 
heritage of Tyre, and they intend Molding their 


We will both be great sea powers. Britain will 


endeavor to have all the tonnage she can ; Amer- 
ica will strive to keep up n first-class fleet that 
can transport overseas 50 per cent of our imports 
nnd exports, which is our just share of deep-sea 
traffic 
And we will also take od, as the months 


pass and as the world gradually returns to the 
wnvs of pence, a goodly proportion of the South 
American trade, providing plans of the American 
officials do not go awry. 
How will America nnd Britain achieve the nlms 


of their big shipping men? What is the job ahead 
for American ship yards? What will the entry of 
\merlca mean in the world busiriess of shipping? 


These questions represent sonic of the out- 


standing points of the whole situation. 


British -shipbuilders and owners, who are now 


nrotesting against continuation of governmental 
control will build something like 8,000,000 tons of 
shins in the next two years, possibly more, In or- 
der to bring the British mercantile marine up to 
IS) 000,000 tons, according to the British chamber 
of shipping In London. 
It is expected that the American shipyards will 


be capable of turning out 11,000,000 tons in the 


t two years. If both programs are realized the 


world will have returned to better than n prewar 
footln" in the matter of ships. When the pence 
conference started there was a world shortage of 
something like (5,000,000 tons. Some experts esti- 
mated the deficit at 9.000,000. 


One of tho things we can expect from the Amer- 


ican shipyards is n better lot of ships than the 


ones turned out during the 
rush of war work. It Is 
no secret now that a num- 
ber of our rush-job ships 
leaked ; they were not sup- 
posed to be perfect boats 


tjiev were rush jobs. 
What will be appreciat- 


ed by the sailor is the 
good quarters 
nnd high 


pay American ships, will 
afford. Our entry into the 
world shipping game has 
already improved the sail- 
ors' lot all over the world. 
The Scandinavian nations 
are discarding the old-time 


cramped forecastle from their new- boats and art 
putting in quarters featuring comforts that were 
unknown in the old sailing days. 
Hereafter the business of being a sailor will not 


be the disagreeable job it was before and during 
the war. 
The pay is going to be better—first in 


the American boats and later in the foreign trade. 
It will be the same proposition as a business house 
(America) Introducing industrial reforms and giv- 
ing higher pay and enlarged opportunity, thereby 
virtually obliging rival concerns (Great Britain 
and the other shipping powers) to maintain the 
same wnge schedules and reforms in order to keep 
their .employees satisfied. 


That the "stoker class" of sailors, the men who 


tended the coal-burning boilers in a superheated 
fireroora, will disappear almost entirely now seems 
to be a foregone conclusion. In their places will 
be men tending fuel-oil furnaces by watching a set 
of valves and gauges an'O doing none of the ter- 
rible physical exertion that was necessary for the 
old-fashioned coal-burning ships. 
Fuel oil has 


come to stay,, a-s have oil engines for merchant 
ships. Use of either of these modern power gen- 
erators eliminates the old-time stoker aboard ship 
—the worst class of labor needed. 


In place of .the old-fashioned sailor will come in 


clue time—probably much sooner than we expect— 
the trained ehip worker, whose position in the 
world will be infinitely higher than his predeces- 
sor.Lots of criticism Is heard regarding the ships 
American yards turned out during the rush of 
war work. Many of them leaked; the rivets were 
not put in carefully—there was not enoufeh time. 
Europe had to be fed—armies in the field needed 
munitions—time was nt a premium. 


American shipping men do not consider our war- 


built ships as fair examples of what our yards 
can turn out and are predicting, with much as- 
surance, that American-built boats will be as 
stanch as America's steel buildings. 


America Now L'eads World. 


Today America leads the world in ship build- 


ing. The neutral nations ran out of steel and are 
not competitors. 
The French and Italiau-s are 


building only a relatively small number of boats. 
The British, counting nearly 200 boats being built 
In Canada and other British dominions, have about 
300 boats under way, n total of.a little more than 
2,000,000 tons. America has almost twice as many 
being built, totaling about three and a half million 
tons, arid we are "just getting started." 


Government ownership of .shipping is a policy 


private ship owners are fighting in America and 
England us well. Lord Inchcape, president of the 
British chamber of shipping and chairman of the 
great British ship concern, "the Peninsular and 
Oriental company, has emphatically stated he will 
sell out his large interests in British shipping ac- 
tivities if government ownership and control are to 
be continued indefinitely. 


It ia understood, on American authority here In 


Paris, that government control of American ship- 
ping is to last only n relatively short time—until 
the defnnct law of supply and demand has again 
goue into operation, when the world trade routes 
hnve been reconstructed from the huvoc wrought 
by war. 
It is expected, however, that the American 


govemmeut will always stand committed to a poli- 
cy of ship control on certain definite phases of the 
buslnes*. For instance, the government should 
not be expected to permit rival ship lines flying 
the American flag to embark ou cut-throat compet- 
itive programs for business. It would be against 
the government's policy—after the days of rigid 
control have passed—to permit rival ship lines 
to operate more ships on a given trade line thnn 
the tonnage of that route demanded. 


More American ships mean more naval vessels! 


Our navy must be maintained so as to compare 
favorably in size with the merchant fleet. Not that 
we are making ready for an era of excessive arma- 
ments. 
• Thia much is settled, however: America is be- 
ginning her career as n great maritime power, and 
the American government is going to try to make 
the life of our sailors as comfortable, as well paid 
and as respectable as the life of any well-paid 
employee in a modern American business concern. 


Our young men of this generation and the com- 


ing decades then will gradually become greater 
world travelers thanjhey have been since the early 
days of our republic, nud America probably will 
never regain the feeling of isolation from world 
affairs she had before her entry into the great war.

The federal reserve board has made public summaries of reports from 


federal reserve agents throughout the country in answer to a questionnaire 
recently sent out to ascertain the extent of business and industrial read- 
nustment.' The report showed in general large,stocks on hand by manu- 
facturers and dealers and a lessened demand, with prices decreasing in 
!many cases.

A typical example of the reports from industrial districts was afforded 


by the tabulation of replies to questions from business concerns in the Phil- 
adelphia federal reserve district. 
These questions and classified replies 


were as follows: 


Are the quantities of materials', supplies and goods as shown by your 


last inventory larger than usual ? Yes, 114; no, 129. 


Are they principally for war or civilian business? War work, 20; 


civilian business, 221. 


Have the prices of your product been lower recently from the high 


prices prevailing during the war? Yes, 148; no, 33. 


Is labor more abundant? Yes, 225; no, 21. 
Is labor less restless? Yes, 147; no, 91. 
Is there less re-employmeut? i&Yes, 186; no, 62. 
Is labor more efficient? 
Yes, 00; no, 142. 


Has there boon any lowering of wages? Yes, 17; no, 228. 
Are you paying Jess for raw materials? Yes, 131: no, 89. 
Have you a satisfactory ainount of orders on hand ? Yes, 81; no, 150.

Young chicks should not be fed for 


.from 24 to 30 hours after hatching, and 
'will not suffer if given no food until 
the third day. The yolk of the eggs, 
which is absorbed by the chick, fur- 
nishes sill the nourishment 'required 
during this time. It is this provision 
of nature for the first sustenance of 
the chick that makes it possible to ship 
newly hatched chicks considerable dis- 
tancos. 


After feeding is started it is advis- 


able to feed the chick live times a 
flay, at equal intervals, and alternat- 
ing u mash of soCt feed, such as john- 
ny cake, with a hard grain or scratch 
feed. 


"A model variety ration for very 


young chicks," said John L. Prebn, 
extension poultry husbandman for the 
Kansas State Agricultural college, "is 
a scratch mixture composed of five 


| pounds of cracked corn, three pounds 


of cracked wheat, two pounds of pin- 
head oatmeal, either hulled or rolled 
oats. If corn is not available, cracked 
kafir or rolled or hulled barley may be 
substituted. Feed this mixture, scat- 
tered In chart', morning, noon and 
night. 


"For 
making the ;iohnnycake, use 


five pounds of cornmenl, six infertile 
eggs, and one tablespoonful of bilking 
soda. Mix in enough milk to make a 
stiff batter, and hake it well. 


"Instead of the jolinnycake a mix- 


ture of dried crumbs with hard boiled 
infertile eggs, making about one-qnar- 
Icr of the mixture of the eggs, may be 
used. 
Rolled oats may be used in 


place of the bread crumbs. Feed this 
in (he-middle of the forenoon and aft- 
ernoon for the firet ten days or two 
weeks. 


"When infertile eggs are not avail- 


able use double tho quantity of baking 
soda, and add half a pound of sifted 
beef scrap. 
Infertile eggs are those 


which have been tested out from sit- 
tings or from an incubator. 


"Some tender green stuff should be 


fc:-d to baby chicks after the first week. 
When a regular supply in quantity is 
needed It' is usually most convenient 
to use sprouted oats."
